« The return of peace in vour borders 
will, we trust? preduce facilties’ for the 
Jabours of your Missionaries, and induce 
the poor ignevant Indians to listen to 
their instructions; while that happy re- 
vival of evangelical religion in various 
parts of your country, the tidings of 
which have gladdened our hearts, will, 
we hope, excite the zeal of well qualified 
men to offer their missionary services, 
and epen wide the purses of niultitudes, 
amply to afford pecuniary support. 

«* The power of divine grace manifest- 
ed in the hearts of so many theological 
students in your seminaries, augurs well 
for the American churches. It may de- 
youtly be expected, as well as desired, 
that some of them will feel constrained 
to undertake the honourable, though labo- 
rious, task of evangelizing the multitudes 
ou your borders wiio are destitute of the 
means of religion, and that others will 
devote themseives te foreien missions 4- 
: ‘the heath Ithas afiarded un- 
speakable joy to our society that several 
young men of piety and ta.ents, wio en- 
iered the British Seminaries with a de- 
sign to settle in their own eountry, have 
nobly come forward, and volunteered 
their services to go * far hence to the Gen- 
tiles.’ 

* Our recent publications, which will 
accompany this letter, will give you full 
information respecting the state of our 
various Missions. 

“The translation of the New Testa- 
ment into the Chinese language by our 
Missionary, Mr. Morrison, is a work in 
which we are sure you will rejoice with 
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us. We sincerely bless God for its ae4 
coiplishment, and hope, notwithstanding 
the jealousy of the Chinese governments. 
that by various channels the Word of 
God will be difitsed widely among the 
milfions of ©hima add the Asiatic isles. 
The work of God. is making a slow, but 
we trust a sure, progressin different parts 
of India; the Scriptures are translating 
by some of our Missionaries into the Te- 
linga and Cannard languages, and many 
of the poor superstitious natives of Hin- 
dostan begin to be ashamed of their idols. 

“ But the most remarkable success 
Which has attended the labours of our 
missionaries, has heen afforded in the 
South of Africa. We have about twelve. 
different stations there, and in several of 
them the word of the Lord has indeed 
been glorified: several hundreds, we 
have reason to believe, were savingly con- 
verted to God. During the last year 
250 communicants sat down at the Table 
of the Lord, at Bethelsderp only. ‘To 
regions but lately discovered, streral 
Missionaries aré now on their way ; and 
we trust that in the vast deserts of Afri- 
ca living waters shall abun‘untly flow. 

« Many pious young men come for- 
VW ard an‘ ofier then service . wv eh . ty 
receive a suitable education at our Mis- 
sionary Seminary, where we have alrea- 
dy twenty promising students; And to 
evable us to sustain the great expenses 
attending these exertions, we bless God 
who has the hearts of all men in his hands, 
that most liberal contributions are made. 
It aflurds us additional satisfaction to 
know that many of those British Church- 
esand ministers who are most zealously, 
attached to the Missionary cause, enjo 
much of the pleasure and power of reli« 
sion among themselves 5 thus is the libe- 
ral soul made fat,and he who watereth 
is watered himself.” 


In a postscript to the same letter, the 
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Secretary adds, “ Tm authorized ‘o say, 


that if the New-Yor Mi-sion y “ocie- 
ty are disposed to se d two M si raries 
to the Indians on your borders, and can 
fnd two persons qualified tor that pur- 
pose, the Missiena y Society here will 
cheerfully contribut: 100/. towards that 
good work.”

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Extract of a Letter fromthe Rev, T. Os- 
coop. on a Missionary Tour in the 
British Provinces, to Mr. W 
£ of this City, dated 

Monrri4t, Way 30, 1816. 

“Since I was at your house in the 
spring of 1812, Uhave travelled through 
England, Scot!and, and Ireland; and I 
have several times since my return tra- 
velled through both the provinces of Ca- 
nada, witha view of establishing Libra- 
ries and Schools and to preach the gospel 
whenever an opportunity presents itself, 
and I am now on a tour to the upper pro- 
vinces of Canada, under the patronage of 
the Committee which has been formed 
for promoting education and mora! im- 
provement. , . 

“In consequence of the little fund 
which L raised in England during fhe 
war, we have a number of free Schools 
established at Quebec. The President 
of the Committee states at a late meeting, 
that probably not less than 4 or 500 chil- 
dren are taught gratis in Quebec, many 
of Roman Cathelic parents. Our exer- 
tions have has! a most wonderful eiiect 
upon the Catholic population. They say 
if the children must be taught, then we 
will teach them ourselves, and if tie 
poor children are taoght, whether it be 
out of envy or good will, as the apostle 
said on another occasion, let us rejoice 
at it. 

« Could you have heard and seen what 
Idid in England at the Bible Societies 
and Missionary Societies, you would un- 
doubtedly have said, as I expressed my- 
selfin the language of the Queen of She- 
ba, * ‘The one half was not told me.” 

« We live in a wonderful age of the 
world: we anticipate the day as not far 
distant when it shall no more be said 
* know the Lord, for all shall know him 
from the least even to the greatest.”— 
Let all be induced to exert themselves 








for the general diffusion of religious 
knowledve, until the whole earth shel \, 
filled with divine light and knowledoe.

HONOURABLE MUNIFICENCE, 

The Christian public are extensively 
acquaimted with the fact, that seve;,) 
young men, natives of the island of Dirhy, 
hee, ave now in Connecticut. Two of 
them were brought over in a ship belong. 
ing to this port, and arrived about te 
years since. ‘They were then lads of 16 
and 14 years of age. Their Oichyhey 
pames are Chookiah and Hoopas. tye 
former has prefixed to his original name 
the name of Henry; the latter, that of 
Thomas. “A third, landed in Boston a. 
bout six years ago; and. hearing of Hen. 
ry Obookiah, who was then at Andover, 
went and joined him. His name is Wil. 
liam Tenooi. Lately they have been 
jemed by a fourth, who is called Joby 
Hononee. 

Soon after the arrival! of the two first, 
sqveral yogng men of piety, then concect- 
ed with Yale College, interested them. 
selves in their behalf, and taught them to 
read. After this, Henry Obookiah resi- 
ded some time in Torringford, in the fa- 
mily of the Rev. Mr. Milis; and afier- 
wards at Andover, where he was instrnet- 
ed by the students of the Theological 
Seminary. He has not only learned 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, but 
grammar-and geography : and what is of 
more importance, the principles and doc- 
trines of the Christian Religion. He al- 





so gives very satisfactory evidence of — 


personal piety, and has made a public 
profession of religion. The other three, 
in proportion to the time they. have seve- 
rally been employed in study, have made 
respectable proficiency. ‘The two first of 
them are hopefully Christians ; and the 
mind of the third is deeply interested on 
religious subjects. It ought also to be 
mentioned, that these youths have dis- 
covered a very lively inicrest in tlie reli- 
gious concerns ef one another. Obookiah 
became anxious about himself, he felt si- 
milar anxiety for Hoopoo and Tenooi.— 
These two have discovered a like solici- 
tude foreach other. And, on a late vis- 
it, which one of them made to Honones: 
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found out, OY aceident, that he 
spent most of the day he was there in 
yraving with him. 

It is the intention of these young men, 

when qui ilified, to return to thefr own 
country as Misstgvaries. For this pur- 
ute, P rovidence unquestionably cast 
them ou our shores ; aud, by this very 
fact, has announced to the Christians of 
this country, their duty with regard to 
them. The eldest, Henry Obookiah, has 
niready begun a transtation of a part of 
the New Testameut into the language of 
Owhyhee. By his aid, also, an Owhyhee 
grammar has been partly or wholly com- 
pi etec. 

re situation of these young men has 
occasionally recommended them to the 
liver ality of the benevolent. As they ¢ 
have become more extensively known, 
this liberality has been more extensively 
exerted. We mention, however, with 

eculiar pleasure, the following instance 
of honorable munificence on the part of 
some of the citizens of Savanna in Geor- 
4, 

Last falla young lady of that city was 
on a visit to her friends in New-Haven. 
She heard the story of three* of the 
Owhyhee lads, and felt a lively interest 
in their welfare 3 particularly as pees 
ture missionaries of Owhyhee. On her 
return to Savannah, she took pains, in 
company with two of her female friends, 
to make their situation and cireumstan- 
ces known, and to sclicit the contribu- 
tions of some Of the citizens in their be- 
half. Their exertions were not fruitless. 
A few davs since, she forwarded to a la- 
dy in this city the suin of three hundred 
ond thirty -five dollars, given for the very 
purpose of educating “Henr vy, Thomas, 
and William, as Missionaries to Owhy- 
hee. He who giveth a cup of cold wa- 
ter to a disciple, in the name of a disci- 

le, shallin no wise lose his reward.” 

rhis éxample of Christia: liberality is is 
high ly honwrable to the citizens of Savan- 
nah: and ou ght to be known, that others 
mav go and do likewise. 

The four youths-are now under the 
care of the Forxicnw Mission Socrmry.

Owhyhee belongs to a groupe ren 
in the Pacific Ocean. called the San« 
wich islands, between 18 50and 20 16 N. 
lat.and 205 47 and 205 E. long. from 
Greenwich. They are all under the 
government of one prince, whose name is 
Pan vaamah. He isa man of strong sense 
and has laboured long and successfully 
to introduce the arts of civilization a- 
mone his countrymen. All the islands 
are fertile and popul: us. Owhyhee, the 
largest of them, is 280 miles in extent, 
and contains 150,000 ithabitants, wh 
are naturally mild, friendly, and hospita- 
os tostrangerss: although the unfortunate 

vapt. Cock lost his lite here by a sudden 
impulse of undeserved rese ‘ntient. The 
king has a considerable fleet. His troops, 
tosome extenf,are tu rnis| hed with mus- 
kets. ‘Lhe natives worship a God called 
Ae ood. 

The following story respect ng T/oo- 
00 will interest every one. When he 
left Owhyhee, he was about fourteen 
years old. ‘The captain, with whom he 
came, had given him a pea-jacket, which 
he was \ ery fond of wearing. A day or 
two afier they sailed, when the ship was 
running before the wind at the rate of 10° 
milesan hour, Hoopoo, by some accident, 
fell overbeard. One of the sailors, see- 
ing him deop. immediately threw over a 
hen-coop. - ihe ship, though hauled to as 
soon as possible, had got full three miles 
a-head of him. ‘The captain determined 
to put back, though nothing but the hen- 
coop was diseer nable on the waves. The 
moment Hoopeo gained the surface of the 
water after his fail, and had time to o- 
pen his eyes and discov er the ship, he de- 
termined to swim afte. it. He wasa 
very expert swimuner : but he saw that 
the ‘ship was sailing much faster then he 
could swim, and unless he could overtake 
it, he knew that he must perish. For 
some time he looked atthe ship, and see- 
ing it go fiom him rapidly . gave hisaself up 
for lost. In his despair. he cried out to 
Jlcooa, and promised him, if he would 

save him he would give him his pea-jack- 
et, when he got back to Owhyhee! He 
soon got upon the hen-coop, and there 
rested himself until he was taken on 











board. After this, during the whole voy- 
age, he never wore his pea-jacket. If 
any of the men urged him to put it on, 
he always replied, that he must not, for 
it belonged to fcvoa. If any of the crew 
did any thing to that jacket, Hoopoo was 
angry; for it.wasan affront offered to 
Acooa. For along time alter he landed, 
he would never sufler the pea jacket to be 
tuuched. It was not, until he became 
fully eoavinced that cova was no god, 
tiat he felt himself released frou the 
wow which he made to him, while sinking 
in the ocean, that if he would save him, 
he would present to him that pea-jacket, 
As soon as te got home to Owhyhee. 

This instance of native conscientious- 
ness in a heathen boy, in discharging his 
vow to an imaginary God, ouglit to raise 
a blush on the cheek of many a Christian, 
for his own neglect of paying his vows to 
the * Lord that bought him.”

In Salisbury, 
(Con.) more than 250 have of jate been 
numbered with the trophies cf the Re- 
deewer. In Norfolk, Colebrook, Win- 
chester, New-Marlborough, and Sandis- 
field, sinners are flying to Christ as 
clouds, and as doves to their windews.— 
Tn the last mentioned town, as I am in-

tions. Again must prayer precede and 
follow the reading of God's holy word.

Religious intelligence points out to us 
the glorious march of the great ec: aptain 
of salvation in his conquering progress 
through the world. We now see his han. 
ner net stained with blood as i# former 
days when red-cross Knights unfurled it 
on the« ‘aptive towers of * DEN nz fi "vors~? 
but adorned with emblems. of | OVO, and 
bearing as its mscription the words of the 
heavenly messengers when they annenac.- 
ed the advent of Messiah. And we an- 
ticipate the time; when he who is now 
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cing from eonquest to conquest, will 
raise his standard on the thrones of Budd- 
ha, and Bramah; on the towers of Tspa- 
han, Cairo and Constantinople: and in 
a word, when « the kingdoms of this world, 
shall become the kingdom of our God and 
his Christ”—but these events are regar- 
ded, magnificent as they are, as connected 
with others of higher interest, and more 
glorious circumstance. In the mind of 
the Editor, they are associated with the 
“ return of the ransomed of the Lord to 
. Mount Sion, with shouting and songs, 
and everlasting joy on their heads 3” with 
the assembling of that * multitude whom 
noma can namber” from every people 
and kindred under heaven. 
With these views, aad associations, the 
reporis of Missionary and Bible Societies, 
ave geceived by many with great plea-

And aithough it is confessed that there 
is great sameness in these papers, yet the 
eyents which they detail, are so impor- 
tant ; the consequences reach so far, and 
extend so deeply ; the objects which they 
present so fill and dilate the mind, that it 
seems impossible almost not to take a 
high interest in them. The conversion 
of a single soul is an event the magnitude 
of which, no powers of the human mind 
can comprehend. All the mere tempo- 
ral enjoyments of the whole race of man, 
from the time when Adam first opened 
his eyes on the beauties of paradise, un- 
til the consummation of all things, do not 
bear Such a proportion to the happiness of 
which one holy soul will partake in hea- 
ven, as the vilest piece of brass bears to 
the wealth of the world. If at any par- 
ticular time, them, we could say that a 
single individual were brought from
